Following is the resolution adopted today by the executive com¬ 
mittee of Santa Ana Post No. 131, the American Legion, and sent 
to the Santa Ana Board of Education: / 

TO THE HONORABLE, BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE 
CITY OF SANTA ANA, SANTA ANA, CALIFORNIA. 

Gentlemen: Whereas, the High School udltorlums of the City 
of Santa Ana are owned by the tax payers and citizens of our City, 
and are operated by the Board of Education as a branch of our 
State and governmental structure, and should be used only. for 
meetings for the benefit and education of our citizens, whose pur¬ 
pose is the progress and advancement of our democracy; and 

Whereas, your Honorable Board has granted the use of the 
Willard Junior High School Auditorium for Thursday evening, June 
20, 1935, to the so-called Workers Clubs of Orange County who ad¬ 
vertise their meeting as a Labor and Liberal United Front general 
meeting, at which the principal speakers are representatives of or¬ 
ganizations affiliated with and supporting the Communistic Pro¬ 
gram for the overthrow of our government through force and vio¬ 
lence, and establishing a Soviet form of government.

Santa Ana Quakes Recorded 


The last time Santa Ana had an 
earthquake, the seismological lab¬ 
oratory at Pasadena was asleep, 
but at 3:25 a. m. today it was on 
the job when another temblor 
shook the city without doing any I 
damage. 

This morning’s disturbance 
came in two installments — the 
first to wake sound sleepers--and 
the second to show them what a 
quake could be like. The second 
temblor took hold and shook 1 
things back and forth rather play¬ 
fully, although some folks didn’t 
appreciate the fun. 


The quake was felt in many 
portions of the Los Angeles area, 
according to an Associated Press 
dispatch. 

The seismological laboratory re¬ 
ported four quakes originating in 
the southwest. The heaviest was 
recorded at 10:56 p. m. and was 
sufficient to have caused some 
damage if in a settled region. It 
apparently was centered some 300 
miles distant. 

Other temblors were recorded at 
2:08, 3:17 and 3:22 a. m., probably 
centered 50 miles southeast of 
Pasadena. 
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BIG BUSINESS LIVING UP TO 
OLD N.R.A. CODES

WASHINGTON, Wednesday, 
June 19.—There is a card in¬ 
dex file in the NRA which tells a 
significant story. It is the record 
of firms which have lived up to 
NRA codes, and those which have 
not, since the supreme court 
knocked the props out from under 
the Blue Eagle. 

The story should not be a sur¬ 
prising one because it bears out 
100 per cent what should have 
been known regarding business 
sentiment toward the NRA. 

And it explains why there was 
so much opposition from individ¬ 
ualists and champions of individual 
rights in the senate. 

For the story is that big firms 
in general are living up to the old 
NRA codes, while little business 
is not. 


The file shows resolution after 
resolution by trade associations 
pledging allegiance to NRA codes. 
But at the same time it shows 
many firms, some of them mem¬ 
bers of these same associations, 
cutting wages, reducing prices and 
stretching hours. 

Some of the bigger firms and 
associations pledging NRA adher¬ 
ence include the Iron and Steel in¬ 
stitute, Standard Oil Company of 
New York, Consolidated Oil, 
American Petroleum institute, 
General Foods, Tidewater Oil, In¬ 
ternational Business Machines,

IS PASSED 

Senate Sends Measure 
To House; Private 
Pensions Exempt. 

WASHINGTON, Wednesday, 
June 19. (A3—The administration's 
social security bill was passed to¬ 
day by the senate. 

It now goes to conference with 
the house to reach a compromise 
on amendments voted by the sen¬ 
ate. 

Two important modifications 
were made, the senate exempted 
private pension systems and elimi¬ 
nated sale of annuities by the 
treasury. 

An amendment which would 
have given President Roosevelt 
discretionary authority to pay the 
soldiers’ bonus in any way he 
chose was rejected. 

An amendment by Senator Rus¬ 
sell (D-Ga.) to relax for two years 
the requirement that states must 
match federal old-age grants was 
adopted without a record vote. 

MORE TAXES 
ARE ASKED 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday, 
June 19. (A3—President Roosevelt 
today asked congress for a general 
increaae in taxes, particularly in 
the higher levies. 


Santa Ana liberals, members of 
the American Legion and mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Education 
were aroused today over a resolu¬ 
tion of protest adopted by the ex¬ 
ecutive committee of the Legion 
against the use of Willard Junior 
High school as a place for a so- 
called “Red” meeting tomorrow 
night. 

The Legion resolution, brought 
to the attention of school board 
members today, asserted the pro¬ 
posed “mass meeting” is a gather¬ 
ing of agitators and who are pro¬ 
mpting unamerican doctrines de¬ 
signed to overthrow the govern¬ 
ment. 

George Newcom, business man¬ 
ager of the schools, said he grant¬ 
ed the use of the auditorium at 
Willard Junior high about ten 
days ago without knowing the 
character of the organization 
making application. It has been 
the practice of the board to permit 
use of the auditorium for nearly 
all public gatherings. He had 
heard of no protest against tomor¬ 
row night’s gathering until in¬ 
formed by a reporter for The 
Journal, he said. 

President George Wells ex¬ 
pressed himself in similar fashion 
as did Superintendent of Schools 
Frank Henderson. Mr. Henderson 
said all applications were handled 
by Mr. Newcom and usually have 
been granted upon the payment of 
the regular fee. 

Urges Investigation 

The Legion executive committee 
insists the schools should be used 
only “for the benefit and educa¬ 
tion of our citizens, whose purpose 
is the progress and advancement 
of our democracy.” 

The resolution calls upon mem¬

Load of Dynamite Burns Up 


When a truck loaded with 3000 
pounds of dynamite and 200 dyna¬ 
mite caps catches fire, there’s 
bound to be some excitement. 
There was plenty at 3:30 p. m. 
yesterday when a CCC truck 
loaded with explosives caught fire 
in Trabucco canyon near the Mod- 
jeska ranch. 

The truck was driven by Mylar 
Brookln of the Trabucco CCC 
camp, and he was accompanied by 
G. H. McClure, foreman in charge 
of forestry at Camp F-306. The 
blaze was discovered when a 
broom hanging to the side of the 
truck caught fire. 

No one seems to know just what 
started the blaze, and the occu¬ 


pants of the truck weren't par¬ 
ticularly interested in that angle 
of the thing anyway. All they 
cared about was getting away 
from the spot as soon as possible 
after they had driven the truck to 
the side of the road and found 
that they were unable to check the 
flames. 

The state fire truck from Or¬ 
ange was summoned, and the high¬ 
way patrol was called to the scene 
to block off the road. 

For some reason, however, the 
dynamite failed to explode. As 
Highway Patrolman George Peter- 
kin put It, ‘‘The dynamite went 
‘phoot’ a couple of times and made 
lots of black smoke, but that was 
all.”

larger counties to the detriment 
of the smaller areas. 

"It is apparent,” Supervisor 
Jerome said today, "that boards 
of supervisors all over the state 
will have to increase their budgets 
this year, because of the welfare 
problem to such a point that it 
may become necessary to go be¬ 
fore the state board of equaliza¬ 
tion for permission to increase 
budgets above the 5 percent allow¬ 
ed by law. 

Taxes to Be Raised 

"The discouraging thing about 
the problem is that the tax bur¬ 
den will be increased this year 
and there is not a thing the boards 
of supervisors can do about it. Sit¬ 
uations beyond the control of the 
supervisors are causing the inevi¬ 
table increase in taxes for the year 
1935-36. I have contacted super¬ 
visors from all sections of the 
state since the new federal relief 
program was announced, and it is 
the general opinion that the super¬ 
visors will be blamed for these 
increases created solely through 
the acts of state and federal ad¬ 
ministrations.” 

Supervisor Jerome pointed out 
that it is evident the newly an¬ 
nounced federal program looks to¬ 
ward elimination fiom national 
support of everything but employ¬ 
able people, in an effort to spread 
the benefits of money allocated by 
the federal government under its 
works program, and in as large 
amounts to individuals as possible. 

To do this, he said the govern¬ 
ment is forced to eliminate many 
persons of advanced age, who 
have what might be called minor 
defects, such as faulty vision, bad 
teeth, slight lameness or various 
other things. 

Job of Counties 

"Under the new federal pro¬ 
gram,” Supervisor Jerome said, 
burden of rehabilitating these peo¬ 
ple to the point where they are 
again employable, or caring for 
them because of their weakness, 
will be the job of the counties. 

"The situation has been further 
complicated by the state legisla¬ 
ture which, under pressure from 
Washington, has allocated all of 
the state funds for relief to a co¬ 
operative arrangement with the 
federal government which presup¬ 
poses the allocation of further 
county funds which, at the mo¬ 
ment appears to be $300,000, in a 
works program. This again takes 
the state out of the picture of 
assisting the county in the field 
of caring for unemployables. 

"Furthermore, the state legisla¬ 
ture has changed many provisions 
for assisting unfortunates to a 
point where actuaries of state and 
county departments believe that 
the combination of state and fed¬ 
eral laws wfll at least double the 
county’s load. Only experience can 
tell if this Increase will not be 
greater even than that amount.” 


Definitely opposing the estab¬ 
lishment of a race track at the 
county fair, the Brotherhood of 
the Spurgeon Memorial Methodist 
church at its meeting in the 
church last night, passed the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

"The members of the Spurgeon 
Church Brotherhood desire to go 
on record as being opposed to the 
movement at this time to estab¬ 
lish a race track in this county 
in connection With a county fair.

Is on another structure, lying 
parallel to the Huntington Beach 
structure and extending nearly to 
Seal Beach. Other oil locations 
along the coast are at Venice, 
Playa del Ray, Elwood, Summer- 
land and Rincon near Ventura. 

“Just Chatter” 

The “Save the Beaches” slogan, 
as well as accusations of bribery 
and graft in connection with the 
recent oil legislation, are just so 
much chatter In the opinion of 
Mr. Utt. Lobbyists were active at 
Sacramento “like leaches” on both 
sides of the controversy, he said, 
and he dismissed as so much talk 
the idea that another Teapot 
Dome scandal lies under the sur¬ 
face. And the "Save the Beach¬ 
es" slogan, he said, is just a smoke 
screen raised to prevent a rival 
corporation from winning the right 
to drill from islands at Hunting- 
ton Beach. 

Assemblyman Utt supported the 
whipstock proposition throughout 
its sensational career, he said. He 
again denied that he had prom¬ 
ised to work for this bill and then 
had switched over to the island 
program. In the beginning, he 
•aid, he had agreed to support the 
whipstock bill, but made It clear 
that he also would support any 
other measure which provided for 
offset drilling. 

Supported Both 

Mr. Utt said he had stayed with 
the whipstock bill all the way 
through, but also had supported 
the island proposition because he 
believes It provides a more just 
program, as a supplement to the 
slant drilling system. 

Under the whipstock measure 
the state will get a one-sixth roy¬ 
alty if Governor Merriam signs the 
bill. Huntington Beach will get a 
3 per cent royalty. The island, 
or Gilmore bill, would have given 
the state 20 per cent until drilling 
costs were returned, after which 
the royalty would have been 30 
percent. The city and Orange 
county each were promised 3 per 
cent royalties. 

Three 1 e g i s 1 ative committees 
have been authorized to continue 
Investigation of the tldeland oil 
situation. Mr. Utt explained that 
one senate group will study the 
past settlements made between the 
atate and the Independent whip¬ 
stock operators who have drilled 
Into the state oil pool at Hunting- 
ton Beach. 

Edwards on Committee 

This will Include study of an 
offer by the Standard Oil for a 
$485,000 payment for oil taken by 
its wells along the bluffs. Some 
of these wells admittedly drain 
the state pool while others slant 
into It. Senator N. T. Edwards of 
Orange is a member of this com¬ 
mittee, Mr. Utt said. 

The assembly will have two 
committees, one being the Jones 
committee which held hearings at 
Huntington Beach last April. The 
function of this group is to rec¬ 
ommend what should be done in 
developing the state’s oil resources 
all along the coast. 

The second assembly group Is 
the Homblower committee named 
to investigate charges of grand 
theft of state oil by whipstock 
drillers, to check up on settlements 
made on oil already removed, and 
study all angles of oil legislation 
passed at the session just closed.

"Maybe it 
will give us more Information how 
this money was spent and who got 
it. The public only knows that 
the vote confirms the Standard 
Oil’s monopoly, giving the public 
not the greatest but the least roy¬ 
alty offered.” 

Supervisor West said he had no 
friends In the Gilmore company, 
but met two of their lobbyists 
and spoke briefly to them. He 
also saw some Standard Oil lobby¬ 
ists, he said. 

"As a matter of fact I was not 
looking for an honest oil com¬ 
pany, not believing there are any. 

. . . Personally I was only hoping 
to have the county and Hunting- 
ton Beach share in the royalties 
they are justly entitled to, and to 
see the state benefit by competi¬ 
tive bidding for development of 
this publicly-owned resource.” 

Calls Vote Expensive 
“When Senator Edwards ‘re¬ 
frained from voting’ on assembly 
amendment to senate bill 959 last 
Friday, he failed In the only 
chance he ever had of bringing 
revenue to Orange county from 
the Huntington Beach tldeland oil 
pool,” said Mr. West, pointing out 
that the Gilmore concern had 
agreed in writing to give the 
county a royalty that would have 
amounted to $400,000 annually. 

"If, as the senator states, the 
issue ‘had become one of senator¬ 
ial courtesy,' I think it will be con¬ 
ceded without argument that with 
a $350,000,000 to $500,000,000 oil 
pool at stake, the courtesy vote 
was an expensive one.” 

Answering Senator Edwards’ 
claim that the Gilmore bill did not 
provide for competitive bidding, 
Mr. West said that apparently 
Senator Edwards has not read the 
bills. He said he agreed that un¬ 
der full competitive bidding the 
state would receive nearer 50 per 
cent royalty than 30 per cent, 
with Huntington Beach and the 
county each receiving 3 per cent. 

Favored Gilmore Bill 
"I favored the Gilmore bill not 
because I thought it gave the 
people all they should have, but 
according to those in the assem¬ 
bly backing the measure It offered 
the public the best It could hope 
for, nearly double what the Ed¬ 
wards-supported Standard Oil bill 
offered the public. But appar¬ 
ently the senator thinks that 16% 
per cent to the state provided for 
in the bill he supported is better 
than 30 per cent to the state un¬ 
der the Gilmore bill. Maybe he 
will explain that. 

Mr. West said Standard OH al¬ 
ready has 28 wells along the coast, 
six of which are slanted into the 
I state oil. The othera, he said, 

I drain state oil, according to geolo¬ 
gists. It pays no royalty on pro¬ 
duction from these wells, he said. 

“The Standard Oil company 
naturally will produce as little as 
possible on whlpstocked well on 
which it pays a royalty and drain 
as much of the state oil as It can 
from the vertical wells on which 
it pays no royalty."

UP )—President Roosevelt 
asked congress today to stop au¬ 
thorizing coins commemorating 
historical events because they 
"Jeopardize the integrity of our 
coins and cause confusion.” 

In letters to the senate banking 
committee and the house coinage 
committee, the president suggested 


instead that government medals 
be struck to mark anniversaries of 
historical importance. 

Since 1933, he said, congress has 
authorized nine issues of 50-cent 
pieces aggregating 3,000,000 coins 
despite the opposition of the 
treasury. Between 1920 and 1930, 
15 Issues aggregating 13,000,000 
were put out.

Projects held over yesterday in¬ 
cluded a county project for dig¬ 
ging a ditch, installing a culvert 
and planting trees on the Coast 
boulevard between Newport ave¬ 
nue and the Santa Ana river; for 
repair and reconstruction of a nur¬ 
sery school at Orange; for de¬ 
molishing an old school and build¬ 
ing a new one in the Centralia dis¬ 
trict, and another for building a 
fence, laying pipe and setting out 
a lawn in the Katella school dis¬ 
trict.

If plans of the council are car¬ 
ried out the "U" shaped structure 
of reinforced concrete will be on 
city property and will face on 
Whiting avenue north of the pres¬ 
ent city and fire hall and will in¬ 
clude a total of 10,000 square feet. 
A bond issue will not be neces¬ 
sary to complete the proposed 
new unit if expected government 
aid is obtained, it was said. 

Included in plans discussed last 
night in connection with city hall 
work was remodeling of the city 
jail, with addition of four rooms, 
locker room and a chief’s office. 
Action will be taken later by the 
council on a contract for G. Stan¬ 
ley Wilson for architectural work 
in connection with the proposed 
building.

He came up the hill with tre¬ 
mendous speed, and went down 
just as fast. 

He knocked out 11 i~ s row, won 
a couple of decisions, then flat¬ 
tened five more, won 10 more de¬ 
cisions before he started to hit the 
topnotchers early in 1928. 

Knocks Out Griffiths 

Tuffy Griffiths, with a great 
reputation, came into Madison 
Square Garden from Chicago and 
Braddock knocked him out in two 
rounds, first of the many short end 
victories he turned in before cli¬ 
maxing his career with victory 
over Heavyweight Champion Max 
Baer. 

He broke Pete Latzo's jaw in 
four places. He knocked out Jim¬ 
my Slattery, once a great light 
heavyweight, in nine rounds. But 
along in 1928 and 1929 he lost de¬ 
cisions to Joe Sekyra, Leo Lomski, 
Maxie Rosenbloom and Loughran, 
when the 175 -pound crown was at 
stake.

Frau Kaus has a sympathetic 
approach to Catherine, for the am¬ 
bition of these two women, sepa¬ 
rated by almost two centuries, was 
originally the same. Both wanted j 
to be boys—or at any rate, to be j 
the sort of girl whose sex was no { 
detriment to accomplishment in 
this world. And both succeeded. 

"Catherine: Portrait of an Em¬ 
press" (Viking), is by no means a 
denatured account of Catherine’s 
strange career. Frau Kaus does not 
gloss over the amorous excesses 
which began not long after the ob¬ 
scure little princess was called 
from her German home to be the 
bride of Peter. But neither does 
she perpetrate one of those ghast¬ 
ly messes in which Catherine is 
accused of every possible vileness. 
The truth of Catherine lies some¬ 
where between the purified official 
biographies and these filthy tales, 
and it is that truth Frau Kaus 
tries to determine. 

One of the most effective sec¬ 
tions in that describing Catherine’s 
river journey through Russia, in 
which she saw from her barge only 
clean, neat villages, handsomely 
decorated and filled with happy 
dancing peasants. She did not 
know the progress was stage-man¬ 
aged by her favorite; that the vil¬ 
lages were only false fronts, and 
the peasants were loaded up after 
each performance, transported 
downstream, and danced again for 
her on the next day.

Chairman Mitchell said today 
that when Riverside county of¬ 
fered to either sell its share in 
the property or to buy out Im¬ 
perial and Orange counties, he 
took the matter up with Imperial 
county with a view to possibly 
purchasing the property. He made 
a trip to El Centro, and after a 
conference with the board there 
was asked to delay action until 
board members had an opportunity 
to inspect the property. 

According to the offer made by 
Riverside, that county would 
either pay $1500 for the property 
or would sell its share at a rea¬ 
sonable figure. Riverside owns 
29 per cent of the site, Orange 
county 57 per cent, and Imperial 
county 14 per cent. When the of¬ 
fer was first made the reaction of 
Orange county supervisors was to 
sell their interest. Later it was 
decided to enter into negotiations 
that might lead to this county's 
acquiring the entire holding. 

The site was purchased several 
years ago by the three counties for 
the purpose of establishing a tri¬ 
county tuberculosis hospital. When 
the counties investigated the cost 
of building and operating a tuberc¬ 
ulosis hospital, it was found costs 
would be prohibitive. 

Since that time the property has 
been operated as an orchard at a 
loss, with the counties dividing an 
annual bill for upkeep, including 
a caretaker.

Fight Over Oil Old 
Story to Beach City

the lands adjacent to the shore. 
The next move by the city was to 
attempt to secure a constitutional 
amendment granting the tidelands 
to the city and the proposition was 
submitted to the people by propo¬ 
sition 11. This was defeated by 
the cry of ‘save the beaches.’ ” 

In the meantime another ele¬ 
ment had entered the picture. Ex¬ 
periment and study had perfected 
the oil well survey process, use of 
which maftes it possible to govern 
direction of oil wells and locate 
the end of the holes with a high 
degree of accuracy. In 1932 or 1 
1933 this process was applied to 
what is now called slant drilling 
or whipstocking. 

Some of the town lot owners 
conceived the plan of slanting their 
wells into the tidelands. 

Actions Begun 

"In the meantime,” said Mr. 
Blodget, “the Standard had been 
draining the tidelands through its 
wells on the bluffs. When private 
owners began whipstocking, Attor¬ 
ney General U. S. Webb began a 
number of actions in the superior 
court here seeking injunctions pro¬ 
hibiting production from these 
wells. None of these actions ever 
was carried to a final decision, but 
all were compromised by agree¬ 
ments to pay the state royalties. 

"Later the Standard Oil com¬ 
pany made a cash settlement with 
the state in lieu of royalties for oil 
previously taken by some of their 
wells whipstocked under the tide- 
lands.” 

It is claimed by the Standard 
and others that these wells wan¬ 
dered into the tidelands rather than 
being directed there intentionally. 
Oil men say that a perfectly 
straight hole is very rare. The 
settlement made by the Standard 
amounted to about $485,000. 
Present Controversy 
"The present controversy,” Mr. 
Blodget continued, "is about as 
follows: 

"The Standard Oil company, to¬ 
gether with Hancock and Signal 
Oil companies, have agreed that if 
the state will permit them to 
whipstock wells they will pay a 
| one-sixth royalty to the state and 
j a 3 percent royalty to the city. 

"The City of Huntington Beach, 

| headed by Mayor T. B. Talbert, is 
friendly to this agreement. Some 
of the people who were active in 
i the original attempt to get title 
! to this land for the city from the 
state and to drill through the 
ocean, and which group is headed 
by he Gilmore Oil company and A. 
T. Jcrgins interests, desire a lease 
on the tideland3 for drilling from 
islands constructed approximately 
500 feet from shore. 

"They offered a royalty of 20 
percent to the state, graduated to 
30 percent after drilling costs are 
returned, with an additional roy¬ 
alty of 3 percent to the city and a 
like royalty for Orange county. 

"Two bills were introduced at 
this session of the legislature, one 
to permit slant drilling by the 
Standard Oil and the others, and 
the second to permit the state to 
lease the lands for the purpose of 
drilling from islands. Both systems 
are possible. The slant well propo¬ 
sition grants a monopoly to the 
Standard Oil because it owns all 
the littoral property, while the is¬ 
land program would permit other 
companies to produce oil from the 
tidelands.” 

Mr. Blodget pointed out that 
after Governor Rolph vetoed the 
bill in which the city sought title 
| to the tidelands, the matter was 
| submitted to a vote of the people 
i and a large majority in the north- 
I em part of the state snowed it 
under. 

Another Lawsuit 

Another controversy in which 
the city sued the Standard Oil has 
been confused with this contro- 
I versy. This was the lawsuit tried 
in San Diego county in which the 
city obtained title to one mile of 
beach east of the municipal pier. 
This land is now used for recre¬ 
ational purposes. The oil contro¬ 
versy was not involved in any 
manner, Mr. Blodget explained. 
The property was uplands and not 
tidelands. 

As the situation stands today, 
the city is closer than it ever has 
been to victory in its long battle. 
It has been predicted that the gov¬ 
ernor will sign the slant drilling 
bill. Whether the matter eventual¬ 
ly will be submitted to a state¬ 
wide vote is something for the fu¬ 
ture to answer. However the con¬ 
troversy may turn out there are 
those who believe that it never 
will be completely settled as long 
as there is any oil left to fight 
over in the vast tidelands pool. 


Has Huntiigton Beach at last 
won its long battle for a share of 
the $ 350 , 000,000 oil deposit that 
lies off its shores? It is closer to 
victory today than it ever has been 
before. The scratching of a pen in 
the hands of Governor Merriam 
would legalize whipstock drilling 
from Standard Oil company hold¬ 
ings along the bluffs and assure 
the city of a 3 percent royalty 
from the oil extracted from the 
vast submerged pool. 

The legislature has passed a bill 
authorizing exploitation of the 
tidelands. All that stands between 
the city and victory is the state 
executive’s signature. Yet once be¬ 
fore a governor disappointed Hunt¬ 
ington Beach. And twice the peo¬ 
ple of California have stepped in 
to say "No!” to Huntington Beach. 

It has been predicted that the 
people will say “No!" again. On 
the other hand conditions today 
have changed. After looking back 
over the dramatic history of the 


Approval of a project for con¬ 
struction work at the Bower’s Me¬ 
morial museum had brought the 
opening of the institution a step 
nearer today.

In spite of the fact there are very few highways and only one rail¬ 
road in Ethiopia, the tradition that “the mail must go through" per¬ 
sists as vigorously as in more modernized nations. The postmen are 
barefooted messengers who travel through jungle and plain from the 
capital to provincial cities and to the frontier outposts where soldiers 
of the black empire anxiously await word of developments of the 
quarrel with Italy.

The National Re - employment 
Service here placed 204 persons on 
jobs last week, according to 
Charles Fallert, manager, who re¬ 
ported at yesterday’s meeting of 
the county's State Emergency Re¬ 
lief committee.

DR. BALL’S INSPIRING CAREER 

T HE retirement of Dr. C. D. Ball from service as head 
of the Library Board gives occasion for a good deal 
more than passing attention. Santa Anans pause to look 
back upon his distinguished career and usefulness as a 
citizen of this city, and today The Journal joins with the 
City Council and with residents of this city in general in 
saying words of appreciation of the very fine and excep¬ 
tional services rendered the community during the near 
half-century that he has lived in Santa Ana. 

Aside from his connection with the library as presi¬ 
dent of its directing board, we contemplate the wide field 
of his activities, and almost wonder that one busy man 
could crowd so much into one career. There seems to be 
hardly an avenue of public and professional interest that 
did not enlist his interest, and, oftentimes, his service. 
Away back there in the 80’s or 90's, he was one of the 
organizers of the Orange County Medical society. A few 
years later he was in the forefront in founding Santa 
Ana’s first hospital, and for decades was its head. He 
served as county health officer. He held various other 
positions that came to him by reason of his standing as 
a physician and surgeon. 

He was a prominent figure in politics for years—a 
delegate to conventions, including a national convention; 
a leader in the progressive movement, an assemblyman at 
Sacramento. An early day Mason, he was master of his 
lodge and commander of the Knights Templar. From the 
day of its organization until his voluntary retirement a 
few months ago, Dr. Ball was president of the Orange 
County Historical Society; his contributions to its litera¬ 
ture included a history of Orange county medicine and 
medical men from the earliest pioneer doctor at Anaheim 
down to the most recent entry into the profession. One 
of the most outstanding services rendered by him was as 
a member of the draft board of Southern California dur¬ 
ing the war. In business affairs he made himself a leader. 

Thus, reviewing a partial list of honors and activities 
that have marked the life of Dr. Ball in Santa Ana we 
get an idea of what this man has meant to his community. 
This review is an inspiration to the rest of us. Well may 
he rest on his laurels, well may he retire from some of 
the activities that have occupied him, and leave others to 
carry on. It was a fine thing that the city council did— 
the appointment of one of the doctor’s sons to succeed 
him on the library board where the doctor had served 
these many years. 

We are hopeful that Dr. C. D. Ball has many years of 
life yet before him.

He dallied with the old balance-of-power idea, 
assuring both France and Germany of British support and 
playing each against the other. He encouraged Italian ag¬ 
gressions as counterweights to both France and Germany. 
He made friendly gestures to Soviet Russia and thereby 
alarmed Poland and Germany. His friendship for America 
was at best dubious. Apparently, he could not decide to 
support the Japanese in the Far East. Neither could he 
oppose them. He wished to be all things to all peoples, 
shifting his sails to every wind, smiling graciously here 
and frowning there. 

During the last few years he seems to have felt that 
Britain and America have interests mutually opposed. 
There was a tendency on the part of his government to 
push America forward in the role of white man’s cham¬ 
pion in the Orient. It was clear to all that Washington, 
instead of London, will soon be the financial and diplo¬ 
matic center of the world. MacDonald’s government 
fought against this inevitable conclusion. 

The new Baldwin government is more definite in its 
purposes than British ministries are prone to be. It is 
realistic, recognizing things as they are. German rearma¬ 
ment is an accomplished move. Admit it and start from 
that point. Germany’s withdrawal from the League is a 
mortal wound to that organization. Admit it, and induce 
Germany to return. Britain’s interests lie with France 
rather than with Germany. Act accordingly. Mussolini’s 
caterwauling is disturbing to international comity. Bring 
pressure on him. Britain’s interests in the Far East are 
vitally important. Guard them against Japanese aggres¬ 
sions. Whether Britain likes it or not America is destined 
to world leadership. Acknowledge it willingly, and cast 
Britain’s lot with America. Together, these two nations 
could control movements and guarantee international 
peace. The political turnover in Britain promises well for 
immediate world improvement.
